Im m ediately after the failure of 
the Geneva conference he hastened to the Black 
H ills to confer w ith President Coolldge, and then 
announced that our naval building program would 
proceed as planned before the conference. 
M ean­ 
while President Coolidge, who says little, intim ates 
that he w ill not back a big naval construction pro­ 
gram. 
About the same tim e D r. Ra y Lym an W ilb u r re ­ 
turned from the session of the P a cific Institute of 
Foreign Relations, at 
Honolulu, 
an 
organization 
dedicated to peace instead of w ar. H e was very 
critical 
of conferences 
like 
that at 
Geneva, 
be­ 
cause the delegates are bound hand and foot by 
instructions and nobody dares give an inch. 
Ours

**Approximately two-thirds of the 200,349 miles 
of highway on the federal aid system have been im­ 
proved. 
According to 1925 figures, the total cost 
to the federal government to improve one mile of 
highway averaged $9850. 
This means that in the 
fiscal year 1927, 1928 and 1929 an additional 22,- 
500 miles of road should be added to the system. 
If the states continue to improve roads on the fed­ 
eral aid system at their own expense as they hav* 
done in the past, they will, during that period, a<£! 
another 30,000 miles, so that at the close of 1929 
we should have about 50,000 more miles of im- 
| proved roads. 
At the most, it should not take more 
than five years to improve all the roads on the 


system." 
The above statement of the American Automo­ 
bile association indicates the extent of federal road 
progress, connecting road systems within the states 
to make up a national system. 
It was the aim when the revised federal aid high­ 
way act became effective five years ago to bring 
the system to completion in about ten years. If state 
co-operation continues, the aim will be realized.

R H E U M A T IS M IN C H IL D R E N L E A D S T O M O R E 
S E R IO U S D IS E A S E S 
A report of the B ritis h M inistery of H ealth Just 
made available point* out that disease of the heart 
caused more deathB last year than did either cancer 
or tuberculosis, and that some forty per cent of 
deaths from heart disease are ascribed to previous 
infection w ith rheum atism . 
The bacteriologists who have been investigating 
this disease are convinced th at it is caused by a 
form of streptococcic bacterial organism of the same 
general nature as that w hich causes scarlet fever 
end erysipelas. 
The fact has not, however, been 
proved completely. 
Evidence as to the relationship between rheum a­ 
tism and heredity, environm ent, bad housing, dam p­ 
ness and chronic sore throat, 
has 
been 
carefully 
studied w ith the result that it has been found that 
the disease is rather rare among the well-to-do and 
much more common ln the poor and destitute classes. 
I'a r t of the reason assigned for this is accredited to 
the fact that most of the children of the well-to-do 
have had heir tonsils removed before reaching high 
school age. 
The earliest signs of rheum atism in children are 
pallor, loss of weight, a slight dally rise ln tem pera­ 
ture and fatigue out of all proportion to the w ork 
that is being done. 
The description is, of course, 
m uch like that given of the child who is susceptible 
to tuberculosis. 
It is im portant, however, to find 
out w hether or not the child is going to be rheu­ 
m atic as soon as possible, since control is m uch 
easier in the onset than when the disease is w ell 
established. 
Children are sometimes said to suffer w ith grow ­ 
ing pains in the 
ham string 
muscles 
behind 
the 
knee; sometimes they com plain unduly of stiff neck. 
E ith e r of these conditions m ay be considered as pos­ 
sibly suggestive of beginning rheum atism . 
If such 
a child 
is found 
to 
have enlarged 
tonsils, 
they 
should be removed as soon as possible. 
The secondary com plications, such as heart d is­ 
ease, St. Vitus, dance, stiff Joints and sim ilar com- 
palnts are far more serious than the rheum atism 
itself. 
The rheum atic child is benefited furtherm ore 
not only by the prophylactic rem oval of the ton­ 
sils and adenoids, but also by rest in bed, country 
air, sunshine and good m edical care.
